FRENCH SCHOOL ISSUE EXPLODES 



CUPE BACKS 
STUDENTS IF ... 



MONTREAL (CUP)-Tlio longua- 
t;cs Issue boiled over Into violence 
In the streets of SI. Leonard Wed- 
nesday nifiht. . as more tUaj\ l«000 
demonstrators Ignoted poUce^tear 

eos, night sticks, and the reading 
of the Riot act while marching to 
demand unllingual instnictlon In 
French In the suburb's schools. 
And right-wing elements In the 
march, aided by a surprisingly list- 
less police force, left a swathe of 
destruction in the district as they 
attacked stores' windows and Ita- 
Uan^speaklng residents In their 

path. 

Ttie rampage followed a march 
led by unllingualist Raymond Le- 
mieux and Ids Ligue pour l*instruc- 
tton s<^olalre, who led demonstra- 
tors to Jerome Leltoyer school des- 
pite the reftjsal of the mayor of St 
Leonard to grant demonstrators a 

permit* 

Tension at St* L6onard Ims tuIU 
for more tlian a year previous to 
the march as a large Angloptdlo 
predominantly Italian minority in 
the district opposed a local school 
tioard decision to give school ins- 
truction only in French, 

The crisis heightened when Uie 
Quot>ec government^ as a compro- 
mise, offered to leave 50 minutes' 
instruction per day In English; then 
told onglophlle residents they should 
tulld a private school, 80 per cent 
stibsidl2ad by the government, 

Wednesday's march was reporte- 
dly sparko<l by the disruption of on 
LIS meeting last week, when a group 
of Italian parents allegedly disrupted 
the gathering. 

Assembling at a shopping center, 
the demonstrators easily avohteil 
police cordons along the march route 
which only partially blocked their 
access. Tear gas also hod little ef- 
fect on the marchers as they advan- 
ced toward the elementary school 
which has provided a focus for 
French language grievances for mo- 
re than a year. 

Both right- and loit-wlng groups 
were represented In the march, ln<- 
cludlng the Clievallers pour l'lnd6- 
pcndance—'^blackstdrts"— a mili- 
tant right-wing group, and Uie Front 
de libdration populalre, an antl-ca-^ 
pitaUst Independence group widch 
includes students among its mem- 
hera. 



As they approached ttie school, 
bricks and stones were hurled at 
predomonantly Italian shops along 
the march route, prompting Mayor 

Uo Ouolt«t to TtmA MM Riot Act 

for the first time In years. The 
act gives police emergency powers 
to arrest any group of more than 
two people after it ts read* 

An eye-witness at the demons- 
tration told CUP that left-wing mar- 
shals along the route attempted to 
keep order amcmg the demonstra- 
tors, but faUed as right-wing se- 
paratists broke ranks to assault 
property and passers-by. 

Members of the P LP, "disgusted" 
at the outbreaks, confined their act- 
ivities todistrlbutlngleaOets calling 
for ItaUan-French solidarity in Agh- 
tlng corporate domination otQuetKc 
society. 

Police allowed much of the vio- 
lence and destruction to take place 
without hindrance, confining them- 
selves to protecting large stores In 
the area while leaving predondnan- 
tly-ltallan small businesses to the 
mercy of the demonstrators. 

More than 100 persons were in- 
jured in the march, and no estlma* 
to is yet available regarding pro- 
perty damage. Approximately 30 
arrests were made« 

The demonstration was not bro- 
ken up until the marchers had rea- 
ched their objective, the Jerome 
Le Hoyer schooL 
LEMIEUX TO QB CIIAHGED 

MONTREAL (CUP) —A total of 37 
men and women werecltarged Thur- 
sday In connection with the uidlln^ 
.guol demotistration Wednesday night 
' at St. Leonard, and Quebec JusUce 
minister Ittml Paul tias declared 
that "several cliarges will bo laid 
against leader Raymond Lemleux. 

All but one of the persons arrai- 
gned in Montreal police courts Thur-. 
sday wero granted boll^ several o- 
ther persons were evpectcd to tie 
arraigned today (Friday, September 
12). 

Most of the accused faced ctiarges 
of taking part In a riot, although so- 
me were ctiarged with possession 
of offensive weapons mostly picket 
sticks. 

Meanwhile, Paul said his depart- 
ment was studying police reports to 
determine the eiact nature of char- 
aes to be t^rouaht aeatnst Lemleux. 



Toronto (CUP)-- The Canadian U- 
nlon of Public Employees Thursday 
backed shidents who use "peaceAil 
tnaanB" instrusaliniEfo^ greater dOr; 
mocracy on Canadian campuses* 

Delegates at the CUPE biennial 
convention here approved a resolu** 
tloo endorsing this policy after hea- 
ring brom Maggie Bizzell, delegate 
from a CUPE local representing 17 
employees of the University of To- 
ronto's student council. 

Bluell warned the assembly that 
unless union leaders get Involved 
with encouraging "responsible'* 
change at the university, students 
would continue to get a pre^ced 
view ot unionism from uidverslty 
officials. 

The CUPE resolution followed a 
speech Wednesday by Gerard Ran- 
court, vice-president of the Cana- 
dian Labor Congress, who attacked 
shident radicals for trying to "ma- 
nipulate unions on l>ehalt ot their 
own revolutionary purpose,*' and de- 
clared that Canadian workers "are 
not going to be used by any group 
for revolutionary alms."
